A letter explaining the campaign 
has been mailed to every fanner in 
Lake county who has his name on 
the Farm Bureau mailing list. This 
letter advises all those desiring bait 
to have their order* in at the Farm 
Bureau office in Grayslake by Sat- 
urday, Nov. 3. 

Farm ' Adviser Nicholas urges 
townspeople as well as farmers to 
take part in the county-wide drive 
to kill rats and mice. He empha- 
sizes that rats and mice move from 
one property to another and it is 
therefore very important that every 
Infested place in the county be 
treated.

Richardson, Army and Air Force 
recruiting representative (for this 
area, reported that a large number 
of individuals are unaware of their 
eligibility to voluntarily enlist in] 
the army or air force despite the 
fact that they have taken their pre- 
ind notion physical examination 
through the Selective Service. 

-He further clarified the status of 
pre- inductees by stating that these 
individuals have the option of -en- 
listing in the branch of their choice 
up until November 30, 1951, provid- 
ed that they are not in receipt of 
induction orders from their local 
boards.

This 
was, of course, the result of good business sense, alert 
marketing practices, the ability to adapt itself to 
changing times, and a talent for making and keeping 
customers. Those qualities are found in every good 
merchandising operation, whether it be small or large, 
independent -owned or chain-owned. 

But these qualities, in the long run, are outweighed 
by certain factors of a very different nature. These 
factors are the air of freedom in which a business 
is born, the faith in freedom of the men who built it, 
and the fight to keep our freedom by people in all 
■walks of life. Retailing Is a fine illustration of how 
vital such factors are. Every merchant is free to 
go ahead as far and as fast as his abilities and am- 
bitions permit. Every merchant is free to compete 
■with the merchant in the next block or the next town 
— and to get the business if he can. Every consumer 
is free to shop where he gets the most for his money 
or the best service. And that's one reason why free- 
dom and high living standards always go together. 

The biggest thing any American can do is to help 

guard and maintain the "climate" of freedom which 

makes our progress as a nation possible, 

• • • 

A Package Sale 

Professor Don Paarlberg of Purdue University, who 
is recognized as one of the country's foremost ag- 
ricultural economists, recently made a talk entitled 
"Price Freedom — the Key to Economic Freedom." 
He dealt in some detail with the dangers and weak- 
nesses of price control which, in essence, is simply 
an effort to hold prices under the level which would 
be established in a normal, supply-and-demand mar- 
ket Then he wrote: "What happens when we hold 
these prices below the market level? 

"First, the consumer recognizes this as an encour- 
agement to increase consumption, and cleans off the 
shelves. Second, the farmer recognizes this as a sign 
to reduce production. So a shortage develops, and the 
scant supply must be rationed. This may not have 
been contemplated at the time the ceiling price was 
set, but given time, it follows as the night follows 
the day. Finally, with artificially low prices, pro- 
duction continues to lag and subsidies must be re- 
stored to. . . . 

"The American citizen needs to know that he can't 



have arttfloaHly low prices (which he considers de- 
sirable.) It Is a .package sale. We do not know this, 
hence our enthusiasm for price control. The first 
effect of price control is to permit us to buy at a low 
price, which all consumers like. This continues so 
long as the momentum of our past production pattern 
will carry us. Then wc get In trouble and nod to ra- 
tion and subsidize." 

This may be unpleasant news, but It was demon- 
strated under O P A and it is again being demon- 
strated under O S. In the case of meat, to take but 
one example, we are seeing once more how price 
control by fiat produces scarcity, along with disrup* 
tion of the normal processes of production and distri- 
bution. It can't be said too often that price control 
always creates worse diseases than those it is supposed 

to cure. 

• • * 

Our Appetite For Cool 

Each year, the American people consume some 
120,000,000 tons of food. That* huge total is needed 
to energize our collective physical bodies. 

Yet the food tonnage is dwarf ted by our production 
of another kind of energy. We require four times 
as many tons of coal to keep industry running, to 
heat our homes and buildings, and to do all the other 
tasks to which coal contributes in one way or another. 

Ten years from now, It is estimated, we Americans 
may need six times as much coal as food. And 25 or 
50 years hence coal may be used in quantities which 
seem inconceivable at present. Some of our greatest 
industries, notably steel and electric power, arc burn- 
ing coal in ever- increasing amounts. New discoveries, 
resulting from coal's ambitious research work, are 
finding more and more uses for this immensely versa- 
tile commodity. 

Luckily, we need have no fear that we won't be able 

to get enough coal. Nature blessed us with enormous 

underground resources — enough to last thousands of 

years. And where Nature stopped, the coal Industry 

took over. It has the highest-paid mass of labor force 

In the world. It has developed amazing machines, 

which do the work of cutting, loading, cleaning and 

grading. It has established one new safety record 

after another. It has met every demand, domestic 

and foreign, right In stride. Coal is used in some form 

by everyone. And everyone will be using more and 

more of it as time goes by.

This is a fancy shell game — and here we are, and 
especially congress, being taken as a sucker— garden 
variety. We look but we don't see.

nameless things tied to their feet. 
Babies still come into the world to 
be wrapped in paper, straw, grain 
or sugar bags — 'Whatever rags their 
mother can find. We have 3een 
these children, and we know that in 
Greece alone there are more than a 
million indigent people among thorn 
more than 300,000 orphans. Recov- 
ery is on the way, but the need is 
still great. There are more than 
8,000,000 Korean refugees." 

Clothing collected by the Federa- 
tion is distributed abroad for . the 
relief of such children in Austria, 
Finland, France, Greece, Italy, and 
Germany, and Korea, 

In America clothing is distributed 
in needy rural areas of eight South- 
ern and Southwestern States and on 
the three Indian Reservations, in 
which the Federation operates its 
sponsored school program. Many 
of the children in the American are- 
as served come from families with 
cash incomes of less than $400 a 
year. If it were not for the Bundle 
Week collections, thousands of these 
children would not be able to attend 
school during inclement weather be- 
cause of lack of proper clothing. 

All Kinds of Clothing Neeed 

Principal Whitacre said that wear- 
able clothing of all types, in both 
baby's, children's and adult sizes; 
blankets, sheets and other bedding, 
and pairs of outgrown shoes are 
needed. 

"I hope we will give a bit of our- 
selves with these gifts, by cleaning 
and mending the garments so they 
will express our gcod wishes for the 
children who receive them," he said. 

"All of the clothing raised in Illi- 
nois schools will be collected and 
transported without charge by .the

State Auditor Reports 
$107,522 Savings to 
Taxpayers in Past Year 

Sprin.gfield, 111 — State Auditor 
Benjamin O. Cooper said today that 
his office had chalked up savings 
of $107,522.28 <to Illinois taxpayers 
during the year ending September 
30 in the costs of processing and 
mailing public assistance checks. 

He said that "this savings of Illi- 
nois tax funds will continue to ac- 
crue to taxpayers as a result of ar- 
rangements made for federal par- 
ticipation in the cost of materials, 
facilities and services used in pre- 
paring -the checks and in the cost 
of postage for distributing them. 

Auditor Cooper pointed out that 
this aid from the federal govern- 
ment has been available to all states 
since 1942. It is based on state 
compliance with standards set by 
the federal government for "proper 
and efficient administration" of the 
assistance program at the state level. 
Illinois has. not qualified for* the 
aid in the past Auditor Cooper 
pointed out, because old-fashioned 
manual check-writing processes 
including the Installation of modern 
time-saving business equipment for 
processing checks and production of 
records. 

Today, Auditor Cooper said, one 
of these machines turns out as many 
checks In an hour as a typis*. former- 
ly produced manually in a day's 
time. He said the significance of 
the savings in time and money from 
the new mechanical operations is 
best exemplified by the fact that 
in the year just ended, 1,786,353 
public assistance checks were pro- 
cessed.

Pearson To Ask For 
Re-election to State

He has fought successfully for 
increased workmen's compensation 
and unemployment compensation 
and was recently appointed to a spe- 
cial commission studying public 
pensions. 

During the recent session he spon- 
sored and supported bills designed 
to protect dairy 'herds and also se- 
cured passage of a bill which will 
limit the size of County Boards of 
Supervisors. 

Pearson will probably be the dnly 
legislator from this district seeking 
re-election m the April primary 
since State Representative Robert 
MbClory has indicated that he will 
be a candidate for the office of 
State Senator, a post now held by 
Ray Paddock, Wauconda, who has 
announced his retirement from ac- 
tive politics.

On June 15, 1950, an Emergency Board 
appointed by the President under the 
terms of the Railway Labor Act— nn Act 
largely fathered by the unions themselves 
— made its recommendations on certain 
wane and working conditions ("rules" in 
railroad language) which had been in dis- 
pute between employes and the railroads. 

More Than 90% of Employes Accept 
Since then, terms equal to or better than 
the Board recommendations have been 
accepted by about 1,200,000 railroad em- 
ployes—more than 90fi of the total of all 
workers. They are represented by 20 of 
the 23 standard railroad unions. 

less Than 10% Refuse 
But three unions— with about 130,000 
men, or less than 10^ of the total— have 
refused to accept, even after months of 
negotiations. These three unions are tha 
Brotherhood of Ixjcomotivo Engineers, 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Engincmen, and the Order of Railway 
Conductors. These are three of the so- 
called "operating" unions. Already tho 
highest paid men in the industry, their 
leaders demand still further advantages 
over other workers. 

In all, there are about 270,000 operating 
employes. But not all of thorn, by any 
means, are represented bv BLE, BLF&E, 
or ORG. Ah a matter of fact, less than 
half- 132,000 to bo exact— are in these 
three unions. Moro than half— about 
140,000— are in other unions, principally 
tha Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen. 
What makes the whole situation so hard 
to understand is that these 140,000 op- 
erating employes are working under wages 
and rules which the leaders of tho other 
130,000 say they cannot agree to. 

Whit Do the Railroads Offer? 
They offer these threo unions tho same 
settlement which was contained in a Mem- 
orandum of Agreement signed at the White 
House on December 21, 1950, by four 
brotherhoods and the railroads. Later 
these brotherhoods sought to repudiate 
this agreement. But on May 25, 1951, the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen signed 
• complete agreement carrying out the 



principles of tho Memorandum Agreement 
of December 21. They have been working 
under this agreement since May 25. 

What About Wages? 

Under the terms of the agreement, yard 
engineers, firemen nnd conductors would 
now be receiving a wage increase of $.34 
an hour ($2.72 a day) and road engineers, 
firemen and conductors would now bo re- 
ceiving on increase of 19H cents an hour 
($1.56 per day). Large sums of retroactive 
pay have already accrued and if the agree- 
ment is carried out, will be paid promptly. 

What About "Cost of Living" Increases? 
The White House Agreement includes an 
"escalator" clause under which wages will 
be geared to changes in the Government's 
cost-of-living index. Two* such increases 
— Apriland July, 1951— hnvoalrcady been 
paid to the 90% of railroad employes cov- 
ered by signed agreements. 

What About the 40-Hour Week? 

The White Houso Agreement calls for tho 
establishment of the 40-hour week in prin- 
ciple, for employes in yard service. Tho 
employes can have it any time after Jan- 
uary 1, 1952, provided the mnnpowcr sit- 
uation is such that the railroads can get 
enough men to perform the work with 
reasonable regularity nt straight time 
rates. If the parties do not agree on the 
question of availability of manpower, the 
White Houso Agreement provides arbitra- 
tion byareferLHMippointod by tho President. 

What Else Do the Union 
Leaders Demand? 

The continued quibbling of tho leaders of 
the three unions has to do principally with 



rules changes, which have already been 
agreed to by the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen. Of these, the principal onu 
seems to be that having to do with so- 
called "interdivisional service"— runs 
which take in two or more seniority dis- 
tricts. 

The union leaders would bar progre* 
and efficiency in the industry, and better 
service to the public, by maintaining a 
situation where they can arbitrarily stop 
a railroad from establishing such inter- 
divisional runs. The carriers projwse that 
if a railroud wishes to set up un intcr- 
divisional run, the railroad and the unions 
should try to agree on bucIi run and tho 
conditions which should surround iU es- 
tablishment, and if the railroad and tho 
unions can't agree, the matter will be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. 

But the three union leaders still refuse. 

Rules Can Be Arbitrated 
The railroads liave not only offered these 
tlireo unions the samo rules agreed to by 
the BRT and covered by the While Houso 
Agreement, but havo oven agreed to sub- 
mit such rules to arbitration. 

The Industry Pattern Is Fixed 
With the pattern so firmly established in 
the railroad industry, it seems fair to su K - 
ge9 , t J&?£ tho Coders of BLE, BLF&E 
and ORG stop their quibbling and tnko 
action to make tho railroad labor niclum 
100% complete. Certainly today^s eco- 
nomic and international situation calls for 
a united front. And certainly no good rea- 
son has boon advanced why these three 
unions should bo preferred over all other 
railroad employes. 




90% For! 10% Against 

Railroad workers are represented by 23 standard 
unions. By mutual agreement, 20 of these unions— com* 
prising about 1,200,000 men, or more than 90%— are 
working under wages and rules agreed to by them and 
the railroads. But leaders of three unions— with only 
about 1 30,000 men, or less than 10%— still refuse, after 
more than a year of negotiations, to accept similar 
wage and rules agreements. These are even more 
favorable than the terms recommended by the Emer- 
gency Board appointed by the President. 

Yes, It certainly seems to be finally about time that the leaders of the three unions step, their 
delaying tactics— their quibbling. But the leaders of the Brotherhood ef Locomotive Engineers, 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and Englnemen # and the Order of Railway Conductors 
continue to refuse* They continue a course ef dlllylng and dallying* It Is definitely time to
